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A STANDING PUBLICITY COMMITTEE. 


To Educate the Public. 


T HAS been fittingly observed that publicity is 
the great arc-light which dispels the darkness 
of ignorance and distrust. Publicity is, in brief, 

popular education. 

Various business interests have found that pub 
licity illumines the public mind, and that if effect 
ively applied, it will correct many erroneous concep- 
tions. 

For years master plumbers and fitters have real 
ized that they have been misunderstood by a large 
percentage of the public and that this misunder 
standing, if permitted to develop unchecked, would 
contribute no constructive good to the craft. 

The public mind, for several generations, has been 
crammed full of misconceptions about the plumber 
and his work. 
rather mis-educated to the idea that the word 


People have been educated or 


“plumber” is synonomous with the term “‘extortion- 
ist.’ 

The vaudeville stage, the movies, and the comic 
paragraphers have made capital out of the plumber, 
picturing him always as a grasping, greedy and un.- 
reasonable being who would constantly bear watch- 


ing. Some comic papers have even printed jokes 
to the effect that plumbers are closely related to 
porch climbers and that householders should “have 





a care about their silverware and other valuables 
when plumbers are working in and about the house. 

This nonsense, which has « lung tena iously to the 
plumbing profession, has met with but little oppo 
sition on the part of the trade. No systematic and 
concerted action of a state or national character has 
been launched by the plumbers as a body. That 
there is need of such action is now readily acknowl 
edged by men in the trade. 

Progressive master plumbers now teel that it is 
time to reform or re-educate the public mind and 
thereby correct the Impression that the plumber is 
a reckless extortionist who prohts by over-charging 
tor services rendered. 

The profession is now beginning to manifest a 
combative disposition to uphold the dignity and 
ethical principles of the plumbing business [he 
attitude of the plumbers toward the promulgation 
of jokes discrediting them, has grown from good 
natured tolerance to righteous resentment. 

At various state conventions of the craft the prot 
lem of correcting the popular point of view concern 


ing the plumb«s r has been discussed, and the remedy 


suggested has been—Publicity. 
Publicity in the 


form of newspaper articles about the plumber and 


We agree with this suggestion. 


the plumbing business will in time accomplish revo- 
lutionizing results. 

We would suggest further, that a standing com- 
mittee be appointed by each state association of 
master plumbers, whose duty it should be to dis- 
tribute educational articles to the public press, and 
also to forward communications to theatrical man- 
agers and moving picture companies protesting 
against unfounded jests concerning the craft. 

The said committee could make arrangements to 
have newspapers publish articles on the sanitary 
mission of the plumber as a great force for health 
preservation in the community. 

“‘Domestic Engineering” will be glad to cooperate 
with all such committees (if appointed) and suggest 
ways and means of conducting educational cam- 
paigns of this kind. The editor will also be pleased 
to furnish to the trade, plumbing articles written 
by Governors and Senators which newspaper editors 
will, as a rule, be glad to reprint.

The Seventh Annual Convention Held at the Hotel Sherman, 


Chicago, June 1, 2 and 3, 


HE seventh annual convention ot the National Dits- 
trict Heating Association was held June Ist, 2nd and 


3rd, at the Hotel Sherman, Chicago. Representat 


men of the trade were in attendance trom the principal 
cities of the country. 
Tuesday Morning Session. 

Following the opening of the convention at 11 a. m the 
Hon. Harry Miller, prosecuting attorney of Chicago, de- 
livered the address oft welcome, owreetiny the dele partes On 
behalf of Mayor Thompson, who was unable to be present 
\ttorney Miller declared that he was exceedingly glad 
te deliver the key of the city to the delegates, provided 
they were not to “B. t. u.” which, when interpreted, means 
“Be Too Unruly.’ 

The response to the address ot welcome was delivered 
by H. B. Brydon, of Chicago. 

President H. R. Wetherell, of the association, then pro- 
ceeded to the reading of his annual address, which was in 
part as follows: 

“Gentlemen, I believe the day has come when we should 
not look on steam heating as a by-product of the electri 
business, which should be given away at cost, or at a loss 
to secure the latter. I believe that, with the use of the 
modern heating systems and the proper attention and en 
gineering, steam can be sold by meter rate at a cost which 
will be attractive to the customer and also pay a good 
revenue to the heating company. It is up to this associa- 
tion to bring out these facts and prove that this is true. 
As I have said many times before, if the heating depart 
ments received the same attention and enginering as out 
electric departments there would be a big change in the 
results obtained from same. 

“The coming of the Public Service Commission 1s also 
a good thing for the district heating company. The ruling 
of the Public Service Commission requires the district 
heating company to sell steam for the published rates only, 
which eliminates the old practice of making special rates 
and giving steam service at a very low cost in order to 
secure the electric business. Contracts of this sort are a 
great many times the cause for the heating department 
being operated at a loss. 

“The day has also come when the public service com- 
pany should co-operate with the customer and break away 
from the old method of keeping the customer in the dark. 
By this I mean that we should not hesistate to show them 
our records and let them know what the other fellow is 
paying. We should also show the customer every possible 
means of regulation, in order that he may cut his bill to 
the minimum.” 

The report of the secretary-treasurer, which was read 
hy D. L. Gaskill, showed the organization to be in a 
healthy condition, with a balance of $1,052.69 on hand. 
Secretary Gaskill declared that all transactions of the asso- 
ciation had been successfully carried out during the past 
year, and that never before has the financial condition ot 
the organization been in a more satisfactory state, whjch 
fact he attributed largely to the thorough loyalty of th 
members of the association. Following the secretaryv- 
treasurer's report, that of the auditing committee was then 
read.
